Wilmington, N. C., January 3!.—(Spe- 
cial.j—After shooting down his wife as 
an act of vengeance and killing her {n- 
Stantly just as she had left his home 
on her way to Sunday schoo! at 8 o'clock 
this afternoon, Eddie Mize, who recent- 
ly came to this city from Athens, Ga., 
turned the weapon upon himself and 
sent a bullet crashing through his brain. 
Mize survived for a short time, dying 
soon after he reached Memoria] 
Hospital. 

He Wanted Revenge. 

The rash deed was prompted by bitter 
vengeance of long duration, and as a 
sequel to the tragedy a note written by 
Mize was found, in which he accuses 
his wife with living an immoral! life 
and with being unworthy of raltsing his 
children. 

Mrs: Mize was formerly of this cit 
but during the past few years has been 
living in Georgia, only returning to her 
home here a few months ago. She wag 
a Miss Landis before marriage, and 
is survived by her parents. 

Mize came here shortly after Christ- 
mas, and has been working steadily. 
He had evidently been waiting for his 
wife, and had stationed himself near 
her home and, as she approached him, 
the first 
shot taking effect in the face, and the 
seoond and last entered her back. The 
first shot was fatal. 

Killed Himself. 

Without hesitating, -he placed the pis- 
tol behind his right ear and fired one 
shot into hia brain. 

The shooting took place near the cor- 
ner of Second and Nun atreets, a fash- 
fonable residential part ef the city. ‘The 
note written by Mize’ was placed in 
the hands of the chief of police. It 
follows: 


“A woman with the disposition that 
my wife hes got is not worthy of 
breathing the breath of life. I commit 
this act for vengeance, though I know 
it is costing me my life. I would not 
let my baby be raised up by such a 
woman as she is now.

‘Superintendent Barry Named 
One Man for the Place and 
Dr. Amos Fox, Purchasing 


Agent, Wanted Another Man 
for Place. 


Over a watchman at the Confederate 
Veterans’ Home strained relations have 
been brought about between Captain 
Robert lL. Barry, superintendent of the 
home, and Dr. Amos Fox, purchasing 
agent for the board of trustees of that 
institution. 


And the probabilities are that even the. 


action of the board of trustees wil] not 
be able to restore the pleasant relations 
that once existed between the superin- 
tendent and the purchasing agers. 

By the ratef eoverving the home, the 
supertntendent™ is given the right ‘410 
name the guard at the home, who is 
practicaily the commanding officer dur- 
ing the night hours when he is on duty. 
The rules, however, require that the 
board of trustees must pass upon the 
superintendent's nomination. 

Sometime ago Superintendent Barry 
designated as guard T. Rh White, a vet- 
eran admitted from Elbert county, and 
everything ran smoothly for a time. 
But as the time went by, Dr. Fox, eo it 
is said at the home, designated Pat Mc- 
Cullough, a veteran of the civil war, 
whose home is in Atlanta, and who is 
well kmown and who was once a mem- 
ber of the Ajtlanta police force, as 
guard, and sent him to the home to take 
up that work. 

Superintendent Barry declined to make 
the change, and that (brought on a fric- 
tion beltween the superintendent and the 
doctor. Then, when the board of trus- 
tee? met in Aijtlanta on the 20th of 
January, the matter is said to have been 
brought before thaitt body, and again 
the next day Pat McCullough was named 
for the place. Again Superintendent 
Barry declined to make the change, and 
his action brought about some warm 
words, it ts said, betrveen the two old- 
time friends. . The superintendent re- 
mained firm, howgver, and retained 
Veteran White as the guard. He then 
wrote Senator Bell, who is chairman of 
the board of trusteer, a full and com- 
plete history of the controversy, and at 
the next meeting of that body the trou- 
bles will be sifted.

Cattle raising is to be one of the 
principal and most attractive features 
of the state farm which the prison 
commission is to purchase within the 
next few weeks, and on which the 
white felony convicts of the state not 
worked on the roads are to be Kept. 

The prison commission this week is 
hearing from those who have farms to 
offer for sale for this purpose, one of 
the special inquiries made into each 
tender being as to the qualifications 
of the farm for cattle raising. The com- 
mission is determined that the farm 
shall be self-supporting. and will see to 
it, especially, that all the meat con- 
sumed is raised on the premises. With 
large pastures for grazing, cattle, on 
which they can be fed duying the 
spring and summer, and by feeding’ 


them cotton seed meal mixed with 
hulls, which is secured from the cotton 
seed raised on the farm, they can be 
raised and fattened without cost to the 
state, thereby saving a great amount of 
money on the meat bill. 

During the past few years this feed 
has come to be considered not only the 
cheapest, but the best in the state, and 
each department of the state has come 
to realize it, and whenever it can be, it 
is being used. 

The various state officials are pursu- 
ing the policy that the best way to 
build up the state in its agricultural 
resources is to use everything that is 
produced in the state.

Two months ago near beer was practically unknown there except by 
hearsay. <A request upon the ordinary to collect and forward to the state 
treasury the “near beer tax” was met by the reply that no such thing as a 
manufacturer of or aealer in that article could be found there. 


who would have recognized a bottle of it had he found it stranded on 
the bar. 

“We don’t sell it and don’t know what it is,” ‘they said; “therefore, why 
should we pay the tax?” 

And they did not—for a time. 

But now how changed is the tenor of reports. Savannah, as a consumer 
of near beer, has leaped suddenly into the glare of fame. 

Where ignorance abhorred even jhe suggestion, knowledge has created 
desire, ardent desire, and the Savannah thirst is long and deep. 

From indignant denial of the knowledge of that beverage six weeks ago, 
Savannah now proudly boasts one near beer manufactory, 200 dealers, agents 
galore, and there are others; says the ordifiary, yet to pay the tax. 

Just how to account for the quick disappearance of the aversion and the 
sudden advent of a record-breaking consumption is more than difficult. Cul- 
tivation and development of taste were never before so speedy. 
But since more than two hundred dealers who six weeks ago denied al 
knowledge of the beverage have already paid the near beer tax, there is no 
escaping the conclusion that near beer has sprung into sudden and undoubted 
popularity down in the Forest City. 

For two hundred-odd dealers must sell goodly quantities of near beer to 
pay $40,000 in stata_tdxes, contribute a like amount to the city coffers and 
have enough left in the till “to make the mare go.” 

History does not record.a more magnificent tribute to any known in- 
dustry—a consumption developed from nothing six short weeks ago to untold 
parrels, and still there comes the cry for more. 

But Savannah never does anything by halves. 


TAKING THE DRUNKARD HOME. 
Police Commissioner Bingham, of Greater New York, in his recent tes- 
timony before the legislative investigating committee of that state, summar- 
ized the homely wisdom he has acquired in the course of his experiences with 
the drunkenness and petty offenses of the biggest city on the hemisphere. 
The pith of his advice to police authorities everywhere was not to hu- 
miliate the average drunken man, or the citizen guilty of venial disorderly 
conduct, but to sezid hith quietly, under escort, to his home. 
His sensible theory is unqualifiedly borne out by the tried philosophy of 
the modern physician and criminologist. The methods of yesterday made 
the glaring error of treating all drunkenness, like insanity, as a crime, when 
it should have been viewed as a disedse. It would be difficult to estimate 
the number of men ruined, the aggregate of homes blighted, by this brutal 
and unthinking system. Humanity has a curious way of following the pace 
set for it. And if that pace involves forcible contact with degradation and 
an attack on self-respect, the effect is visited heavily on the victim and those 
with whom he is directly or indirectly associated. 
The probation system for inebriety in Atlanta was modeled and has pro- 
ceeded on these lines with striking results. Of course, with a certain type 
of incorrigible coercion is unavoidable. It becomes, to quote Robert Burns, 
a case of “the fear o’ hell's the hangman’s whip to keep the wretch in 
order.” 
In the average case, however, kindness and discretion win. And we are 
each day learning that these qualities are not confined to the treatment of 


inebriety.

The pure food law has come to stay and the public has the right to 
expect its rigid enforcement. If anything, it should be strengthened. 

The very fact that chemicals may be used to cover up defect and decay 
is proof of this, as it is of the correctness of the attitdide justly and emphat-

It 
claimed that pressure is being brought 
to bear by advocates of adulterated and 
misbranded foods for Dr. Wiley s re- 
moval. It is certainly to be hoped that 
such a movement will: fatl It is con 
ceded. by all that much good has been 
accomplished by the food law. Much 
of the adulteration practiced prior to its 
enactment has ceased. The lafoels are 
telling ithe truth. A large part of the 
credit must be given the head of the 
bureau of chemistry for the fearless 
manner in which he has contended: for 
purity in foods and for the enforcement 
of the nationa] food law. 

“If Dr. Wiley should be Femoved the 
cause of pure food will receive a bDigw 
and the consumer will be made to sut- 
fer.” 

The editor of the National Pood Maga- 
zing gives the folowing explanation of 
the reason for the opposition to Dr. 
W liey: 

“IT have been engaged in food work for 
nearly twelve yearns and during that time 
i have become acquainted with a great 
many food manufacturers, thelr chem- 
ists and distributors of food products; 
and in all my acquaintance with these, 
wherever I have found a inan who was 
an adulterator of foods, a swindler of 
the public, a seller of foods that were 
injurtous to the health of the consumer, 
I invariably found that man to be an 
enemy to Dr. Wiley. 


An Exupert’s View. 


“Who are the manufacturers that are 
asking for Dr. Wliley’s remeyval? [ be- 
lieve that. no better argument in Dr. 
Wiley’s favor, no. better evidence of 
his fitmess for the office could be fur- 
nished than to answer this question. 
They are the men who desire a return 
to the practice of using chemical pre- 
servatives in food products; they are 
the men whose united influence was pow- 
erful enough for !i6 years to defy the 
wishes of the people and prevent the 
enactment of the national food law. As 
to the ‘honor and integrity’ of these 
men; I have only to say that they 
shoulda permit their names to be known 
that the public might have a chance to 
judge for itself of their rare qualities, 
their ‘practicable’ and ‘reputable’ 
methods: that ‘these men’ do not rep- 
resent the legitimate trade, however, is 
clear from the fact that manufacturers 
of pure foods are now forming an age 
sociation which will come out openly 
in their denunciation of artificial chem- 
ical preservatives, colors, bleaches, and 
like substances of harmful, or at least 
doubtful wholesomeness in food prod- 
ucts, and which will insist upon a rigid 
enforcement of the national food law. 

‘Has not the beneficial results of 
pure food legislation glready been too 
great to now permit the adulteration of 
food products to open the door to harm- 
ful preservatives in food, and make 
Successful their plans to nullify the 
law? The law has greatly improved the 
Quality of our food and drug supplies; 
the people have a more wholesome and 
more nutritious food supply than ever 
before; food frauds have been checked 
and short weights abolished: the con- 
sumer can £0 to a drug store and have 
his doctor’s prescription filled without 
the danger of buying adulterated drugs. 
The people are learning the value of the 
true label and the courts have  sus- 
tained the head of the bureau of chem- 
istry fn practically every controversy,”

His term of office should be a long 
one, possibly for life, and he should be 
sixbject to be retired on reduced pay 
when old age. renders him vwunable_ to 
fully discharge the duties of his posi- 
tion, 

We do not want a political judiciary. 
A cheap political judge would be a 
high-priced official at any salary. Our 
Supreme court judges should be paid 
at least $7,600 per annum, and those 
of the superior court $6,000.

Those who supported him, zealously, 
will expect favors from the bench. 

Let us change the method once more, 
and here is my suggestion: 

Provide that the governor shall care- 
fully select the names of as many as 
three eligible men for each 
to be filied, and send their names to 
the senate, without designating which 
one may be his first choice. Require 
the senate to select, by ballot, the man 
tc se commissioned, and that two- 
thirds of the entire senate shal! be 
necessary to elect or confirm. @ gov- 
ernor should be allowed to select the 
names from among those who are can- 
didates or frém others who are not ap- 
Pplicants, or from both classes, if he 
chooses to do so. Provide that no one 
shall be nominated by the governor or 
voted for by the senate who makes a 
personal appeal .to senators for their 
votes. Ifequalify the judges from all 
other olitical positions during term 
of service. ~, 

I think this plan would give us a 
strong, non-politica! judiciary. and 
make it the worth while for our purest, 
est lawyers to accept places on the 
bench.

“Here we come to *‘Tono-Bungay,’ the 
patent medicine which gives the book its 
not very lucky title, but which servss 
admirably for a gatire on a soeial order 
which honors even deleterious  ac- 
tivities if they are commerciaily 
profitable. From his cheap chem- 
ieal training George knows ‘lono- 
Bungay to be a fraud on the pub- 
lic, and he hesitates about casting ‘n 
his fortunes with his uncle; the desire 
to have means to marry overcomes fs 
scruple. He soon began to feel an ar- 
tistie enthusiasm for the fine art of ad- 
vertising, such as a clever barrister 
might feel tn getting a thief acquitted. 
It is a bohemian sculptor fn the taie 
who votces the poetry of the theme: 
‘The old merchant used to tote abort 
commodities; the new one creates vai- 
ues. Doegn’t need to tote. He takes 
something that isn’t worth anything—or 
something that isn’t particularly worcn 
anything—and he makes it worth some-

like anybody elee’s mustard, and he goes 
about saying, shouting, singing, cnaixk- 
ing,: on walks, writing mside peopie's 
books, putting i everywhere. ‘‘Smitn’s 
mustard is the best.’’

FOR CITY COUNCIL 
Session | This Afternoon 
| Will Be Important. 


Bond Election Comes Up—New 
Commission to Be Chosen. 
Important Papers to Be Act- 


ed Upon—Mayor Will Name | 


- Charter Revision Committee. | 


The general counci! will meet this aft- 
ernoon and hold one of the most im- 
portant sessions that jt hes heid in 
quite awhile. . 

The most important matter to be taken 
up will be the bond election ordinance, 
which provides for an election to be held 
on Mareh 29 for city pbonds,to the 
ameunt of $1,500,000, to be divided as 
follows: $700,000 for sewers, $500, 
for waterworks amd $300,000 for schools. 
In its report the ibond commission will 
recommend elther a serial iss or an 
issue for thirty years. The commission 
will meet at noon today for the purpose 
of deciding what issue will be recom- 
mended to council. If eouncil adopts 
the’ Bond election ordinance there will 
be nothing more to be done except to 
advertise the election for thirty days 
and to call fer a epecial registration of 
voters. 

A New Bond Commission. 


As the bond issue will not be such 4s 
was* provided for in the charter emend- 
ment, amd a@ the election will not be 
held under that amendment, counei] will 
elect a new bond commission and its 
personnel will probaibly be the same as 
the old commission. ; 

Another important matter will be 4 
report from the ordinance committee, 
which will recommend the adaption of 
several ordinances defining. the duties 
of the city engineer and ‘the commis- 
sioner of public works. 

The street committee will. make a Te- 
port on the division of the appropria- 
tion for street improvements and for 
assessment chert. For che first time in 
the history of the city these funds will 
not be divided equally between the nine 
wards, but will be so divided that the 
needing ~the 
money most will get the larger portions 
of it.

Chief ChemistOverruled by 
Roosevelt's Referee Board 


Friends of Dr. Wiley Are Rally- 
ing to His. Defense—lIt Is Al- 
leged That the Action of 
Rooseevit in Naming a Ref- 
eree Board Is illegal.

Washington, D. C., January 3!.—(Spe- 
cial.)}—The friends whom Dr. Harvey W. 
Wiley bas made fn the fight for pure 
food, drugs and drinks, which he has 
vigorously conducted fer the past sev- 
eral years over the vigorous and deter- 
mined opposition of manufacturers 
throughout the country, hawe rallied to 
his defense in the present crisis in 
whieh the chief chemist of the depart- 
ment of agriculture finds himself. 

Dr. Wiley’s dictum as to the harm- 
ful effect of benzoate of soda as a pre- 
servative in foods and eondiments has 
been overruled by a referee board ap- 
pointed by President Roosevelt last Feb- 
ruary, at the earnest demand of manu- 
facturers, who claimed their business 
was being ruined. 

The pure food and drugs act pro- 
vides that any article of food shall be 
deemed to be adulterated if it is found 
to contain “any added poison or dele- 
terilous ingredient which may render 
Such articles injurious to health.” 

Benzoate of soda was put in this class 
by Dr. Wiley, and he prepared a bulle- 
tin condemning its use. The article is 
principally used in the manufacture of 
catsups, fruit preserves, jams and sweet 
pickles. Manufacturers claimed this 
method of manufacture arrested fermen- 
tation, which generated ‘“ptomaines,” 
harmful to health, and that it secured 
the retention of the fruit or vegetable 
flavor, 


With the Poison Squad. 


Dr. Wiley had experimented with .the 
“poison squad” for nearly a year, serv- 
ing at the training table food in which 
benzoate of soda had been mixed. As 
the result of this experiment, he de- 
Clared the salt harmful. 4 bulletin 
giving the result of these experiments 
was almost completed when the referee 
board was appointed by the president. 

The board is composed of scientists, 
each of whom is reputed to be a spe- 
clalist of recognised ability. The mem- 
bers are: Professor Ira H. Remsen, 
president of Johns Hopkins University, 
chairman; Professor Russell H. Chitten- 
den, professor of physiological chem- 
istry, Yale University; Dr. Christian A. 
Herter, professor of pathological chem- 
istry, College of Physicians and Sur- 
geons, New York City; Dr. John H. 
Long, of the faculty of the Medical 
School of Northwestern University, 
Chicago; Dr. Alonzo DB. Taylor, Univer- 
sity of California, 

The last-named member of the referee 
board was sent to Durope to make a 
study of the health regulations of the 
Buropean countries, and the manner of 
Officially determining whether certain 
preservatives were dangerous to the 
health of consumers. 


Oppose Dr. Wiley. 


The findings of this board were made 
public last Monday. They declare that 
benzoate of soda is @ good thing: that 
it oouldn’t hurt anybody; that, on the 
contrary, it is positively helpful as a 
preservative of food. 

The matter was brought to the atten- 
tion of the United States senate by Mr. 
Heyburn. Friends of Dr. Wiley show 
that the decision of the referee board 
Was reached efter only two months’ in- 
quiry, while his experimeats extended 
ovér nine months. They say that Dr. 
Wiley has always insisted the effect of 
benzoate of soda was not immediately 
noticeable; that its action wag slow, but 
not the less harmful. 

Dr. Wiley has refused to discuss the 
matter, and says the report has not been 
referred to him officially, and he does 
not know whether it will be. 


Was Appointment Legalt 


The question of the legality of the 
president’s act in appointing a referee 
board to pass upon the ruling of De. 
Wiley was raised by Senator Heyburn, 
of Idaho. He aaid: 

“The digcussion in the geenate came 
up under debate on an item of $100,000 
In the emergency deficiency bill for the 
bureau of chemistry. About $700,000 
was appropriated last year for this pur- 
pose, but a deficienoy of about $100,000 
since had developed. The item was 
agreed to finally, but not before the 
objection raised by Senator Heyburn 
had been registered along with a prom- 
ise from Senator Lodge to look into the 
matter. 

“I know of no law whereby this board 
of referees exists. And the question I 
should like to ask is whether the board 
does not attempt to do indirectly what 
Congress directly refused to do when it 
voted down the bill establishing a bu- 
reau of standards, supplementing the 
pure food provisions of my bill. I should 
like to know from what source this 
board gets its authority, and under 
What law it exists. I think this might 
well be looked into, along with the {n- 
vestigation into the ram tions of the 
activities of the secret servica” 

Senator HMeyburn said later that he 
had drawn up a pure food law in the 
Pufty-eighth Congress and had opposed, 
with success, any attempt to establish a 
bureau of standards, thinking that the 
chemical bureau ought to star+.on its 
own legs. 


What Bensoate of Soda In: 


Dr. H. 8. Blackmore, of Washington, 
consulting chemist of the New York 
state department of health, made this 
statement in regard to benzoate of soda: 

“Benzoate of soda, of which we have 
heard so much of late as being employed 
as a food preservative, has all the ear- 
marks of a most dangerous substance. 
It is a Gompound of benzofe acid and 
soda. Benpoic acid ia pheny)l-formic 
acid. The phenyl content is. the active 
constituent of carbolic acid and acetan- 
jlid, the latter of which is employed in 
headache powders, and has n the 
cause of many wrecked lives from dise- 
eases of the heart, which it affects se- 
riously, while the former is a_i well- 
known corrosive poison. The formy!] 
content is a constituent of formic alde- 
hyde, which. has been universally con- 
demned as a food preservative. The 
benzoyl (phenyl-formyl) content of ben- 
zoic acid is the substance which makes 
cocaine active. 

“Commercial bengoic acid is manufac- 
tured from horse or other animal urine 
or artificially made from ooal tar... All 
these facts would point to the possi- 
bility of benzoic acid or its compounds 
not only being’ of a composition most 
dangerous to health, !f continuously 
used, but, to say the least, an unclean 
substance as’a conetituent of an article 
of food. It would seem that the foist- 
ing of this substance on the public as a 
constituent of food by commercialism 
would be ae dangerous as the foisting 
ef opium en the people.”

The principal contesting factors at 
work were found in the plentiful and 
even redundant money supplies on the 
one side and the reports of backward 
trade conditions, on which the plethoric 
money at the reserve centers was in it. 
self a result. Of the trade outlook, it 
is to be said that the stock market 
view is not so much in fear of a retro- 
gression as it is of disappointment in 
the rate of progression. 

High hopes of the quick restoration 


- of the country’s industrial and com- 


mercial activity were inferred in the 
extensive and long-continued rise in 
the stock market. Bankers and lenders 
of money find difficulty In finding em- 
ployment for the great accumulations 
of money deposited in their hands, and 
this gives small inducement for con- 
version of securities holdings into 
money. 
Broad Demand for Bonds. 


‘This side of the situation is effica- 
cious in prompting a broad and con> 
stant demand for bonds of fixed inter- 
est return and sccured by mortgage. 
New issues by railroad and industrial 
corporations follow each other in con- 
stant succession, and the sale to bank-. 
ers in announced simultaneously, often 
with the disposal of the whoile issue to 
second hands. 

Very large transactions in existing 
issues at the stock exchange are going 
on also day after day.

This plentitude capital resources 
has not yet begun to flow into active 
consumptive demand on a scale to ef- 
fect any notable revival of the great 
industries, according to the most re- 
liable signs. The iron and steel trade 
particularly is disappointing in the 
amount of business coming to hand 
The report of the United States Steel 
Corporation for the December quarter 
xave a slight decline in net earnings 
from the previous quarter, and but a 
slight increase in unfilled orders on 
hand compared with the end of the 
oreceding quarter. Of the January sit- 
uation in the trade, The Iron Age as- 
serts that there “is keen disappointment 
at the way in which new business has 
out.”’ 

Reports of railroad net carnings for 
December reveal the source of much of 
this disappointment in the radical cuts 
in expenses which are being made by 
them, to the striking improvement of 
their net return of profits, but to the 
deprivation of the industries supplying 
materiais.

BETTER SEED CORN. 


During the last few years quite a re- 
vival of interest has developed in re- 
gard to the importance of improving the 
productiveness and other desirable avel- 
ities of this great cereal plant. This 
renewed interest séems to have started 
in the middle west and thenée spread in 
every direction and noticeably in is cot- 
ton atates. The. technically scientific 
men, the laboratory investigators and 
college lecturers have given much at- 
tention to the formation of a scale of 
points for the purpose of judging of 
merit by the different shapes and dl- 
mensions of the ears, the cobs ana the 
grains, and the disposition of the grains 
in rows, etc. 

The object, of course, is to determine 
and agree upon an ideal or perfect ear. 
So far, so good, for there should be a 
standard of perfection in every crop 
that is grown on a farm. But, after 
all, the crucial or determining factor 
in deciding on the best variety of corn 
for genera] economic purposes is its per- 


shelled corn per acre. We may develop 
& variety or strain of corn of which the 
ears shall in every point come up to the 
ideal, in length, cylindrical form, 
Straightness and regularity of the rows 
of grains, the length and thickness 
emoothness of the kernels, etc., 

it fails to fill the byshel measure - 
enough at harvest time it must be en 
jected in favor of a more productive 
variety, or its behavior In this determin- 
ing point of merit must be amended. 

The true method, it would seem, is to 
keep the yield per acre more prominent- 
ly in view, than any other point, from 
the very beginning of an effort at im- 
provement and let points of mere grace 
and beauty of form yield, if necessary, 
to the greater importance of yield per 
acre. 

It is a fact, however, that very many 
farmers do not appear to believe that 
there is “much difference’ between dif- 
ferent varieties in the matter of yield 
per acre. If they do believe it they 
make little or no effort to find out, by 
field test, which is the most productive, 
or to secure seed of a better variety. 
All throughout the south we have, with 
few exceptions, oniy mongrel strains of 
corn, of no more settled and fixed type 
and no greater excellence than is the 
traditional “‘sheep-killing cur’’ among 
dogs. This ought not to be so and wil! 
not long be so if the awakened interest 
of the agricultural colleges througn 
their corn-judging tests, and the experi- 
ment stations through their field tests, 
shall meet with acceptance and adoption 
loy the farmers. 

‘This reminds me of a comparison lI 
made between the yields of the “best 
varieties’ and the ‘“‘poorést varieties’ 
tested at the Georgia experiment station 
during a period of ten years.

If you wish you may substitute 5 or 
6 tons of stable manure in place of the 
302 pounds of cotton seed meal. Apply

off after’ transplanting, say, one-half 
teaspoonful to the hill, and again in two 
or three weeks using twice as much, 
working in with hand hoe or rake or 
plow. The whole of the formula would 
be sufffient for about four acres, It 
should be well mixed with the soil and 
bedded on just as if preparing to plant 
catton. 

2. I do not know what you mean by 
“dry rot.”” If you refer to the “bud-end 
rot,’ which attacks the fruit just be- 
fore it is grown on the blossom end.
